“The pouple” rule, 
“Pho limitation of the powor of govern- 
ment over individuals,” says Mill, “loses 
none of its importance when the hold- 
ors of power nre regularly secouutable 
to the community.”

This is the gist of the whole matier, 
IE we nro convicted ib will bean 
authoritative declaration by a Unit- 
ed States court thakrape, when com- 
mitted by the husband upon the 
wifo, is not a crime inthe eyes of 
the law, atd ib will also bea warn- 
ing lo ull humanitarians that here 
ja a erime which must not be made 
public. If itis, the publicist who 
prints and mails the narrative of 
wrong will be fined aud imprisoned. 

Aro the Amerivan people willing 
that this shall be the dictum of 


lanco in behalf of human rights. 
Men and women will seriously ask 
themselyes and each other the ques- 
tion,—Is it possible that in this 
country men can be arrested for pro- 
testing againetrape? They will want 
to know which are the more sacred, 
the rights of women and children 
or the prejudices or pretenses of 
those who are or claim to be shocked 
by the appearance in print of cer- 
tain scientific terms. ‘hey will seo 
that tLe socjal reformer has the same 
tight to uso plain words in speak- 
ing of the tyranny of husbands in 
the sex relation that temperance al- 
vocates havo to uso plain words in 
pointing out the tyranny of hus- 

ands when under the influence of 
alcoholic beverages, They will real- 
ize that the law which fails to afford 
a woman relief when her husband 
abuses her in the conjugal re- 
lation is as little entitled to respect 
as would be the law which should 
leave her a helpless victim in the 
hands of her hushand when ho gets 
drunk and pounds her with his fist 
or g elul. And when these truths 
come home to them they will rise in 
the might of justico and sweep from 
the statute-books every Jaw which 
throws tho slightest obstacle in the 
way of those who are. seeking, 
through invéstigation and discus- 
sion, to make woman the mistress of 
herself; to put into ker hand the 
means whereby sho can forever and 
in all associations guard her person 
against the would-be invader there:

concerning Thémus Jefferson, It is not 
very encouraging to learn.that we are 
still far in the rear of this horo of the 
White House. 

That we, with all the nids Ùt Free 
Press and Free Schools have uot yet 
reacbed the ground whereon ho stood,ay 
regards individualism and freedom. 

Tt has been fashionable for all classes 
to loud Jefferson as ono of the grondest 
democratio leadors and rulers,—eyen 
while thoy deprooated his lack of Chris. 
tianity. But it reste with the tree think- 
ers of to-day, the few who have reached 
the freo platform on which Jefforson 
stood so long ago, to point ont to the 
admirera of this “old line Demoernt,” 
that ho was opposod to ol governments, 
ns such, That he was really au Auarch- 
ist. One who bolioved in protectirg the 
rightsof each ond every citizen, Jn 
giving overy one an equal chance to bo- 
como honlthy, wealthy, strong and wise, 

Ho believed in restraining criminals 
from committing wrongs upon others, 
but notin settiug up kings, governors, 
and rulers and making tho people mero- 
ly “subjects” to bo looked upon as nn in- 
forior class, domineocred over by a sus 
permor class, to whom they must stoop, 
cringe and bow for favora, which they 
should receive from them as rights.
